^T^HE  Board  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  presenting 
this,  its  Thirty-ninth,  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Hospital  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1927. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  fully  maintained,  as 
is  shown  by  the  following  table,  which  gives  the  figures  for 
the  year  under  review  and  the  preceding  year  : —

It  will  be  observed  that  the  figures,  in  each  case,  except 
that  of  operations  on  out-patients,  show  an  increase.  This 
does  not  mean  that  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  Hospital, 
at  all  events  for  In-patients,  have  not  been  fully  utilised  in 
the  previous  year.  In  fact  they  were.  If  the  average  stay 
of  in-patients  is  shorter,  a  greater  number  can  be  dealt 
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with.  The  Board,  however,  is  particularly  pleased  to  be 
able  to  present  these  figures,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  from 
time  to  time  suggestions  are  made  that  this  institution  is 
superfluous.  It  is  quite  evident  that  there  is  ample  scope 
for  this  Hospital.  The  Board  is  satisfied  that  a  real  need 
is  being  met,  and  at  a  cost  which  will  bear  most  favourable 
comparison  with  any  other  institution  of  the  like  kind. 

Particulars  of  the  operations  appear  in  Appendix  "A.” 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  the  Board  records  the 
death,  on  the  28th  March,  1927,  of  Mr.  Samuel  Henry 
Holmes,  J.P.,  who  was  connected  with  the  Hospital  for  very 
many  years,  and  who  throughout  was  a  deeply  interested 
and  staunch  supporter  and  worker  on  its  behalf.  He  was 
a  Vice-President  and  Trustee  of  the  Hospital,  and  also,  and 
most  important,  chairman  of  this  Board,  and  in  each  of 
these  capacities,  more  particularly  in  the  last  named,  he 
rendered  most  valuable  service.  Throughout  the  whole  of 
his  long  connection  with  the  Hospital,  he  very  rarely  missed 
a  meeting,  until  a  very  short  time  before  his  death,  when 
failing  health  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  attend.  He 
was  a  firm  believer  in  the  Hospital  and  its  work,  and  was 
always  ready  to  help  any  scheme  or  suggestion  that  was  for 
its  good.  The  Hospital  has  lost  a  firm  friend,  and  the 
Board  of  Management  its  oldest  and  most  experienced 
member. 

As  in  previous  years,  thanks  are  due  to  those  friends 
who  have  contributed  by  means  of  special  efforts  and  gifts 
to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital.  The  Hull  Amateur  Operatic 
Society  and  the  Holderness  Amateur  Operatic  Society  gave 
us  part  of  the  proceeds  of  their  performances.  Concerts 
organised  by  Miss  Rushton  and  her  pupils,  the  Hessle 
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Frolics  and  the  Newington  Lawn  Tennis  Club  contributed 
to  the  funds.  A  Whist  Drive  organised  by  the  Ladies' 
Committee,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Sheriff  (Major  Peter 
Robson)  and  Mrs.  Robson,  was  held  at  the  Guildhall  in 
December  last,  and  another  by  the  Ladies’  Committee  of 
the  Hull  Golf  Club  in  January  last.  The  Newland  Play 
Readers  produced  four  plays  at  the  Newland  Parish  Hall 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 

Special  donations  have  been  received  from  Messrs. 
Moors  and  Robson,  Ltd.,  and  Reckitt’s  Workmen  and 
Workwomen,  the  Hull  Co-operative  Society  and  the  Hull 
Licensed  Trades  Society.  Legacies  have  been  received 
from  the  Executors  of  the  late  Dr.  Mountain  and  from  the 
executors  of  the  late  Mrs.  Grimston,  of  Etton.  The  late 
Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Moor  has  left  to  the  Hospital  one  fourth  of 
the  residue  of  her  estate.  From  Messrs.  T.  J.  Smith  & 
Nephew,  Ltd.,  has  come  a  gift  of  surgical  dressings. 

To  these  and  all  other  friends  and  donors,  who  are 
mentioned  in  one  or  other  of  the  appendices  to  this  report, 
the  Board  expresses  its  thanks. 

In  previous  reports  reference  has  from  time  to  time 
been  made  to  the  need  for  increasing  the  accommodation 
provided  by  this  Hospital.  During  the  year  a  sub-com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  go  fully  into  the  matter  and  report 
to  the  Board.  This  sub-committee,  which  consisted  of 
Miss  Askew,  Mrs.  Boyd,  Mr.  Gosschalk,  Dr.  Cameron,  Dr. 
Brown,  Mr.  Jordan,  Mr.  Ostler  and  Mr.  Stuart,  held  a 
number  of  meetings,  and  considered  various  properties 
which  seemed  suitable.  The  assistance  of  Messrs.  Walker, 
Son  and  Field,  Architects,  was  obtained,  who  inspected 
three  properties  and  prepared  plans  for  and  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  adapting  these  properties  to  the  needs  of  the  Hospital. 


Ultimately  the  Sub-Committee  recommended  that  negotia¬ 
tions  should  be  entered  into  for  the  purchase  of  one  of  these 
properties,  and  this  recommendation  was  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Management.  A  price  for  this  property  was 
offered  and  accepted.  Unfortunately  certain  legal  diffi¬ 
culties  cropped  up  of  such  a  nature  that  it  was  decided  to 
withdraw  the  offer  that  had  been  made.
